Reſolutions. 


1 being convinced it is our duty to aſſiſt the Executive Government 
in protecting our Laws and Conltitution, — We declare that we have en- 
rolled ourſelves in this Corps, and do confirm it by ſigning our Names here- 
under, for the protection of Property, and the preſervation of Tranquility in 
the Pariſh of Meaſkam, and Townſhip of Oakthorpe; and do agree, and abide 
by our former Declaration in aſſiſting (if neceſlary ) the Aſſociation of A, 
Packington and Willeſley, to quell any Riot, to reſtore Tranquility in their 
reſpective Pariſhes, when we can leave Meaſitam with propriety, as {tall be de- 
termined by a Majority of this Aſſociation, 


That it is our determination to provoke no one by inſult, but in every ſitu— 
ation to demean ourlelves as peaceful Inhabitants, and good Subjects, and, that 


the World may judge of the purity of our intentions, we have leverally taken 
and ſubſcribed the Oath followiag.

That as the moſt perfect confidence in each other is abſolutely eſſeatial to the 


exiſtence and proſperity of the Corps, any ten Gentlemen may ſign a requi- 
fition to the Commanding Officer for a Ballot of the whole Corps on any Name 


which they wiſh to have eraſed from the Roll, and the Majority on ſuch Ballot 
ſhall determine whether the Name ſhall be retained or eraled. 


That the Corps will ( until a future Regulation ſhall take place ) meet to Ex- 
erciſe every Evening (Sunday excepted ) at Seven o'Clock by the Cotton Mill 
Clock of Meaſham, at the Bowling Green at the Union Inn, or ſuch place as 
ſhall be appointed by the Aſſociation at the time of their reſpective Meetings, 
and that every Volunteer who does not appear on Parade at the place ſo ap- 


pointed, ſhall on his next appearance there forfeit 7/:4ce-pence, unleſs prevent- 
ed by ſickneſs or lameneſs. 


That any Volunteer coming intoxicated to Parade, {hall for every effence 
forfeit One Shilling. 


That any Gentleman Swearing on Parade, ſhall for every offence forſcit 


Three-pence.

That any Gentleman talking during Exerciſe, except for the purpofe of 
obtaining information from his Officer or Serjeant, ſhall for each offence for- 


feit Three-þence. 


That if any Gentleman who has enrolled, or may hereafter enrol his Name, 
ſhall withdraw himlelt from the Corps without previoully aſſigning ſuch rea- 
ſons as ſhall in the opinion of a Majority of the Corps be deemed ſufficient for 
his lo doing, he ſhall be deemed Y Coward and voted to Coventry. 


That every Queſtion ſubject to the deciſion of the Corps (except ſuch as 
ſhall be within the meaning of the next Reſolution ) ſhall be determined by the 
Majority preſent at the time of its ariſing, or at ſuch time as the Majority ſhall 


then fix for determining the ſame. 


That the payment of all Fines ſuppoſed to be incurred by all or any of the 
Volunteers when at their Poſt, {hall be determined by the eight Gentlemen 
neareſt on the Right and Left Hand of the Perſon conſidered liable to pay the 


lame immediately on his being charged with the Offence ſubjecting him thereto. 


That every Regulation or Reſolution which ſhall hereafter be thought ne- 
ceſſary, either ſor the alteration or improvement of the Rules for the Govern- 
ment of this Corps, {hall be given in Writing to the Commanding Officer, to 


be by him read to the Corps on the next Parade for their conſideration, until 


the ſame day in the following Week, on which the ſame {hall be fo communi- 
cated, when the Corps ſhall determine as to the adoption or rejection of ſuch 
Regulation or Reſolution as originally propoſed, or as the ſame may be then 
altered, 


That if any Gentleman be abſent from the place of Exerciſe after ſtanding 
at Eaſe without the permiſſion of the Commanding Officer, when the Drum 
has beat the Long Roll, he ſhall forfeit Three-pence. 


That every Volunteer divulging any Tranſactions of the e that ſhall by 
a Majority thereof be conſidered injurious thereto, {hall forfeit, and ſubject 


himſelf to the payment of Ten S/ullings. 


That being fully ſenſible cf the honour and obligation conferred upon us 
by the Aſſiduities of the EaxL or Mo1ra, in obtaining his Majeſty's appro- 
bation of our Aſſociation, and aſſiſting us in the formation of our united Corps 
of Cavalry and Infantry - We relolve, to be ready on all occaſions, to att for 
the Protection of his Lordſhips Property and Reſidence at Donington- Park, 
and to Preſerve Tranquility there, as if the ſame were ſituate within the origi- 
nal limits of our Aſſociation ; and that a Copy of this Reſolution be tranſmitted 
by one of our Officers to his Lordſhip. 
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
